HE Worts of my Text are 
L Part of a Paraple ſpoken to 
the Jeus, (a People that iof't

_ poſe, to perſuate them, that after any con- 
ſideraple perſon of their Community had 
been to a far Country where he ſhoult 
not hafe kone, and had there tone Things, 


B which 
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which he ſhoult not hafe tone, ſpent bis 


Money in riotous liffing, and ſo forth, when 
he had ſeen his Folly, and was return't a- 
kain to the Country where he ought to 
liffe, it was their Tuty to rejoice, in hopes 
that he woult neffer ko Abroat akain, 
and that he woult for effer after do the 
Things that are koot and right. 


THis, my Peloved, I take to pe the 
Scope and Teſign of the Paraple; and 
therefore I have calt you tokether to re- 


joice on this ffery merry Occaſion, pecauſe 


the loſt Sheep is fount, my Son that was 
deat is now alive again; he was loſt and 
he is fount. 


AN p now, my Peloffed, having ex- 
plain't to you the Meaning of this Para- 
ple in its fikurative Senſe, I ſhall next 
few it in its literal Senſe, as haffing a more 
immediate relaſhon to my Protikal, whom 
ye all know ts juſt return't from a far 
Country : And in doing this three Things 
are proper to be conſiter't, as the fubject 
of this Preachment:

rite hur pought him a leb Colt, the fineſt 
hur coult puy for Money, and ſhet him a

He mountet his fine Colt with his kreat 
Hat and his long Swort, (e kot he look't 


been at his A: ſe into a kreat Pattle, got 
his Horſe kilt, had a tamm't Thump 


'the Eye, and look't fo fooliſh as if he 


had beſh-t his Preeches, &kot. — He was 
effer an unlucky Poy, and had much ato 
to run away with his Life this Time. 


' AND now, my Peloffed, having by Kot's 
Provitence eſcap'd this Scowring, he was 
koot Poy a little while; but ſoon | pegan to 
to be in want again — e kot he was * 
effer a- wanting ſomething : — And what 
do you think he want now, my peloffed? 
Why I will tell you — he want Wife, 
e kot. Hur now muſt look rount hur for 
Wife : Hur tid fo ; and provided ſtate- 


ly 
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ly, handſome, ſprightly young oman, and 
oman of koot Family too, as any in Llang- 
tyddre ; oman of noble Qualities, and ex- 
cellent Underſtanding, and koot huſſifly 
Poty too; who had refuſed the peſt 
of Offers to accept of young Hopeful — 
he was koot likely Lad enough to look at, 
e kot: — And ſo they were marriet ; and a 


ffery promiſing Couple they were. 


Ap now, my peloffed, when they 
were marriet, they want Settlement : Hur 
gave them Settlement; and they liffed 
ffery well a koot while, like Man and 
Wife, effery now and then quarrel ; but 
ſhe was prutent ſenfiple oman, and gave 
him his own Way — e'kot he woult 
have his own Way; a true Welchman, 
tamm't prout and opſtinate from his Cratle. 


He liffed ffery idle, that was the worſt 
of it, which prought him into a bad Hapit. 
He kot Shild after Shild, a kreat Num- 
ber, the eldeſt prave hopeful poy, (ſome 
ſay fooliſh poy, but that's tamm't Lie.) 
And as they grew up their Mother gave 
ffery koot Inſtruction ; learnt tem to write

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Account ffery well herſelf — and dit 2 
kreat Teal, made and mendet, was ffery 
notaple and huffifly ; kept ffery koot Eco- 
nomy in her Family, and ſet an Example 
worthy the Imitaſhon of all the Pariſho- 
ners of Llangtydare ; but for all that hur 


Protikal want Money, want pigger Settle- 


ment pecauſe he hat pigger Family, and 
made ſtrange Puſtle till he kot it too. 


Was ' nt hur ffery koot Phater now? But 
Rur Protikal thought hur neffer dit enuff. 
As foon as he kot a new Shild he want 
a new pag of Money; and though the 
Mother nurſe it, ſhe want to be well 
pait ; — ſhe was ffery frukal; but a little 
too coffetous ; lof't a kreat many koot 
Things about her, but was ffery ſaving 
when the had tem, e kot was ſhe; but 
my Protikal did'nt care what he ſquander ; 
and, like the Protikal in the Paraple, want- 
ed to have the Inheritance diffited ; want- 
ed to have all his Porthon, and neffer was 
eafy till he had it. 


AxD now, my Peloffed, being in full 
Poſſeſſion of all that he was to have, What 
do you think he dit? why hur will tell 
you—He took a kreat Pag of Money, more

than himſelf coult carry, and, like the Pro- 


tikal in hur Text, went with it into a far 
Country, and there ſpent it in riotous Lif- 
fing; and when he had done that, he come 
Home again for anot'er Pag; and ſo Pag 
after Pag, till a Kuinea began to pe Stran- 
ger in Llangtyddre; ſo that the poor Pa- 
riſhoners were forced to run in Dept in 


orter to pay their Tythe. 


Bur while hur Protikal was playing 
theſe plaguy Pranks Abroat, the kodt 
'Oman was left to manage what little 
remain't yet at Home; and ſhe took ffery 


koot Care of effery Thing, and manage 


ffery well, and kept ffery koot Account; but 


as faſt as ſhe fave, he ſpend, e kot; and 
all in that tamm't far Country. 


Ar length, proceeding from one De- 
gree of riotous Lifting to another, he 
at laſt kot Wh—re; and then, after wal- 
lowing in Wantonneſs Abroat till his Mo- 
ney was kone, he come home croſs as the 
Teffel to his Family; ſometimes rave and 
tare and kick his Hat about; and other 
times confoundet ſulky, and woult not 
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ſay a Wort, but Money, Money Money ; ; he 
muſt and woul't have Money. 


AND this was the Way hur Protikal 
went on, Year after Year, for a kreat 
while, ſtill growing worſe and worſe, and 
no Hopes of his mending ; till at length 
the koot 'Oman, quite worn out with Care, 
and ſmitten with a ſore Diſeaſe in her Pow- 
els, diet, Kot reſt her Poty, for ſhe was 
koot Oman, and ſo hur Protikal will ſay 
now; though, while ſhe lifted, he did'nt 


prize her 10 much as he ſhoult have done. 


Wurd ſhe diet the poor People of 
Llangtyddre were all ready to die too, hur 
Protikal being known to have ſuch a vio- 
lent 0 5 that no pody now would ffenture 
to reſtrain it; but Reflection upon what 
hat paſt, and his kreat Krief for the Loſs 
of his beſt Frient and beſt Counſellor, had 
a petter Effect upon him than the People 
of Llangtrddre effer imagined. He was 
quite tractable Koot condiſhon't Creature 
e kot; ftay't at home and managet his 
Affairs ffery well; had Wh—re indeed, 
but none but the old Parſon of Llangtyddre 
minded that: a tamm't kreat Quarrel hap-

he coult to heal the Preach, and make 
tem all koot Frients again; another kreat 
Quarrel too happen't petween his own 
Stewart, and his Tennants at Will ; and 
though this ſame Stewart had peen an old 
Servant i'the Family and a kreat Faf rite, 
and though he was uphelt py the Tennants 
in Fee, yet hur Protikal turn't him off for 
the ſake of a quiet Life, A young Poy 
too, his Name was Tafey, his Mother's 
Fafrite, he took kreat Telight in; and tho 
his Mother diet before he was of Age, yet 
hur Protikal took as koot Care of his Etu- 
caſhon, as his Mother had done of that of 
all the reſt. —E'kot he krew ffery koot ſort 


of Man, and the People of Llangtyddre like 


him ffery well while he was koot ; but he 
had kot ſuch a Hapit of Rambling Abroat, 
that he coul't not ſtay at Home if he had 
peen to have peen made King of the Coun- 
try of Llangtyddre. 


AnD now, my Peloffed, a new Quar- 
rel about tividing the Spoll of a pha- 
terleſs Girl, furniſh'd a koot Plea for ko- 
ing to take her Part: And fo he woul't ko 
e kot, and took young Tafey along with 

him.

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him. Hur can't ffery well tell how it hap- 
pen't, but there was a kreat Falling out and a 
plaguy Scuffle among em abroat, and young 
Taffey kot a ſharp Kick o'the Shins made 
him ko lame a kreat while, and my Protikal 
had a lucky Eſcape, or he had had his 
Pones proke — e kot he had peen rightly 
ſerve't, for what puſineſs had he there ? 


Wourp'Nr any ſoper pody have thought 
that ſuch rough Treatment Abroat, woul't 
have made har Protikal a little more in 
love with Home? — but no, e'kot, quite 
the Refferſe — he krew moſt confounted 
croſs to the Llangtydder's, and had it not 
peen for their Money, the Teffel and Llang- 
tyddre might have taken a Foyage together, 
and he woul't neffer have alk't to what Port 
wy were © pound. 


Srirr as hur Protikal was, howeffer, 
when his Money was kone, he was: forc't 
to ſneak home for more ; he was plaguy 
hot when his Nelcb Ploot was up; but the 
People of Llangtyddre care't as little for him, 
as he dit for tem that's true, e kot is 1t, — 
and tamm't his Far <countrymen, and ſaid 
they w oul't find tem in Money no longer. 

| Tere 
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T'ere was Helliſh Stand- further for koot 
while, but true Nelebman neffer pears Ma- 
lice; and ſo when Paſhon was over, the 
Quarrel ented in koot Frientſhip. 


Tur Kick o'the Shin had made young 
Taffey quite quarrelfome : And whereffer 
there was any cuffing or cutchelling he was 
ſure to be at the Head of it. At laſt a 
Company of olt putcherly Glatiators trumpt 
up a Trial of Skill, and on one Site Taffey 
was choſen Phinekar : The Champions ſoon 
mount the Stage; but the Phinekar on the 
oppolite Site was a noted Prize-fi'ter and 
older than Taffey, and the Champions on his 
Site were always in a Poſture of Tefence, 
with their Weapons trawn, ready to thruſt 
into their Antakonifts Kuts ; while the 
Champions on Tafey's Site were phumling 
to get theirs out of the Scapports.

An Alkrm was ſpreat that the 
whole Pariſh of Llangtydare was in Uproar, 
and ſo it was e kot. One Perkin, a craſy 
Fellow, had put it in an Uproar. This 
poor Man had run mad fot Reliſhon ; and 
it ran in his Heat, that the whole Pa- 
rin of Llangtyddre was his, and fo he ſent 
his elteſt Shild, a &reat Poy, to the Pariſho- 
ners to demant his Right, jure tiuino, e kot, 
—a craſy Errant, but it make a huge 
puſtle for all that — Hur Protikal was at 
his peloffed Country, a kreat Way off; but 
flew, like the Teffel in a high Wint, when 
he heart the News — E'kot- he make kreat 
puſtle too; put on his pig Hat and long 
' Swort, mountet his kreat Horſe, and look't

Corner of the Pariſh, and then fly to his 
old Poſt of Phinekar again. 


Hur Protikal was in a kreat pannic 
paſhon too ; and was 


that come to cut his Throat. 


Youno Phinekar, every pody thought, 
would have made kreat Figure among the 
Prize-fi'ters after this Encouragement ; but 
Things ko juſt the ſame ; the Maſters on 
Taffey's Site always hung an A- ſe, and nef-

there's a Huzza, and a kreat Laugh — 
e kot they may well laugh — And when 
hur Protikal come, then they ko pounce, 
pounce, and douple pounce ; then hurry 
him into Alehouſe to ſpend his Money ; 
make him great Fire, fetch Fidler, Piper, 
and Wh—re e kot, and all get about him 
to rejoice and pe merry. Then they give 
him koot Tram, put him into warm ped 
and .Wh—re along with him, and there 
let him reſt till Morning, 


Wurx Morning come, then a kreat 
Mob get together of Black-guarts and Blue- 
guarts, with Rattles and Trums, and Mar- 
row-pones and Cleaffers, and all ſtrike up 
together Round about Cuckolts come ſhigg. 
Then he erie pravely tone Poys, and throw 
whole Hantful of Money, and is reaty 
to crack his Sites to ſee how they ſquaple in 

picking 
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picking of it up. When he has differted 


himſelf koot while with this kind of Trol- 
| lery, he chats wi! Kirl a little, pats her o the 


pubbies, and aſks her, How ſbe like Ni- 
key ? She ſmiles, and looks ſmirkjng ; he 


kiſs, and puts Kuinea in her Hand. 


Tux next Thing he does is to walk A- 
broat to ſee his Olt Acquaintance, trinks 


with one, and trinks with another, kets 
trunk, pays for all, and then comes home, 
and peats Lantlady. — And this is the 
Way hur Protikal ſpend his Su in 
riotous Liffing at firſt. koing into the Far- 


_ country. 


Bur tho he were to do all this now; ko 
from Alehouſe to Alehouſe, and from Sgin- 
ſhop to Sgin-ſhop, treat one and treat t o- 


ther, keep Wh—re, and pay Piper; yet 


none but the Olt Parſon of Llangtyddre 
woul't mind that. But, to drain pag after 
pag, and the kreat pag at laſt, they 


have perſuadet him to puild fine Houſe, 
and make Palls, and Plays, and Uproars, 
and Faſquerates, and. all Sorts of riotous 
Toings in this ſame fine Houſe— (e kot tis 
much finer Houſe than the olt Manor- 

houſe 
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houſe of Llangtyddre, and much petter fun- 


niſh'd too) —; to keep grand Equipage, 
with Furniture of Kold' and Silffer, and 
Lifferies of rich and coſtly Cloth; to ſet 
up for kreat Lort and make ffery fooliſh 
pargains ; to pe ffery fon't of Black-guarts, 
Blue-guarts, Yellow-guarts, or any Guarts, 
but Ret-guarts ; to be effer ſhelows of Ret- 
guarts, and to have always other-colour't 
Guarts in reatineſs to cut the Ret-guarts 
Throats if Lo'ff or Money will procure em ; 
to keep Converſaſhon with other kreat Lorts, 
and kreat Laties too e kot, and to puy 
their Frientſhip (if not to pe hat with- 
out) ſo long as there was Money enough 


| the pag; to treat the Llangtydders as 


a Crew of ſturty peggars, that want no- 
thing ſo much as the Rot of Correction; 


to look upon the Far-countrymen as peſt 
Frients that woul't cut Throat or do any 
Thing for him but work, (ekot, they 
don't loff Work); and, in prief now, to 
ſpend ALL the kreat pag with them.—And 
this was the Atvice hur Protikal hearken't 
to, and this the Way he was craftily 
trawn in to waſte his Supſtance in the 
Far- country. 


AND 
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- Au ſo haffing fine Hauſe, fine Wh-re, 
fine Speech, gay Company, and all his 
own Way, (e kot he'lo'ff his own Way 
much) no Olt Phater to ſay, Poy, Why 
you do fo ? he let the Money fly, as if it 
woul't neffer have End : And while the 
Money laſt, they nurſe him pravely, and 
raiſe his Fanity to the higheſt pinnacle 
of 'Orldly Pomp; they profide him with 
koot Horſe, fine Sattle, Fellow to hold 
Stirrup and another to tread upon, 
and ſo mount hirn on Horſe-pack ; then 
they orter a Reffew, (he lo'ffs a Reffew,) 
when the Far-countrymen ſtrut py him one 
after another as if they were Mutes and 
move't by Clockwork, and after they have 
all kone by they make a Pounce, and then 
another Pounce, and a double Pounce, and 
ſo diſperſh ; then they make a kreat Feaſt 
of roaſt, and boilt, and grill't, and ſhugg'd, 
kot, and have Wine, and Punch, and 
koot Tram after Tinner, and all at hur 
Protikal's Expence, while the poor olt Pha- 
ter make Kift- with ſome koat Welch Ale; 
then they put him to Bet, fetch Kirl, and 
leave him till Evening, — when they get 
Pi Piper Fitter, Harper, Humſtrum, and Hur-

pany, eat, trink, and tance, all Night long.

Wnurn FS Protikal is tire't. of theſe 
Differſions, then they inffent new Paſtimes: 
They make Hunting-Match, and hunt wil't 
Swine, ekot ; they gather all the idle 
poaching Fellows apout the Country, and 
treſs them up in fine kreen Coats, with 
kold Lace, poots as black as Slows, clean 
puckfkin Preeches, with Felvet Caps and 
kold Toſſles, (he fints Liffery and lo'ffs 
to ſee the For-countrymen richly dreſ- 
fed); and when theſe are all reaty with 
their Lances in their Hants, then they 
rouſe hur Protikal with a Tan-twittey, 
mount him on Horſe-pack as pefore, and 
away to the Woots in jothal Conſort; then 
the Sport pegins, and what with the Mu- 
ſic of the Horns, the Cry of the Togs, 
the Krunting of the Hocs, and the Squeal- 
ing of the Piggs, there is ſuch a Tin as the 
Teffel made when he enter'd into the Hert 
of Swine ; then they kill Hog after Hog, 
and Pig after Pig till hur Protikal is tir't, 

when 
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when the whole Company return to a- 
nother great Feaſt, as before ; and thus 
they go on feaſting and rioting Tay af- 
ter Tay, and Week after Week, till all his 
Money's kone, — and then e kot he may 
ko too; which brings me to the laſt Heat 
I prop t to'treit of in this Preachment ; 
and that was: 


THIRDLY and Laſtly, The Cauſe of 
his Return: He had weſtet his Supftance in 


riotous Liffing, and began to pe in Want ; 


and well he might, e kot, to ko on at this 
rate; but as ſoon as the heaffey pag pegan 
to weigh light, his koot Frients the Far- 
countrymen pegan to look ffery colt; no 
more Muſic for him, now he had no more 
Money to pay Piper; e kot, they effen pe- 
gan to with for the Pyd- Piper to play him 
back to his own Country for fear of be- 
ing burthenſome to the Pariſh ; inſteat 
of feaſting him with Roaſt and Boil't, they 
prought him a raw pickle't Herring for 
his Tinner ; and inſtea't of koot Tram af- 
ter it, they pring him ſome Sgin, and aſk 
Who has kot his kreat pag o Money ? 
What kreat Lort he has made his Frient ? 
Or what kreat Laty will now give him 

Penſion ? 
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Penſion? What his Lortſhip intendet to do 
with his kreat Houſe, his. Orchar't, and his 
Apple-trees? How diſpoſe of his Furni- 
ture, his Equipage, and the Black-guarts 
apout him? Wheter he teſfign't to ſell all 
together to ſome kreat Man, and pay off 
his Trateſmen's Bills? Or, wheter his 
Intenſhon was to traw upon the Pariſh of 
Llangtyddre for another pag of Money to 
upholt his Lortſhip's Tignity, and ans 
his ,Profuſhon ? 


Hun Protikal was ſufficiently mortify'd by 
theſe and other Queſtions of the ſame 
Kint, but pore em paſhently from the 
Far-rountrymen ; neffer kik his Hat at all: 
But was determine't to leaffe them for 
effer the firſt fair Wint : He has kot a kreat 
Spirit, and coul't not prooke ſuch taunting 
from the peggars he had made prout and 
inſolent with the Money of Llangtydare ; fo 
like the Protikal in the Paraple, when he 
_ caſt his Eyes homewarts and conſiter't how 
much petter the Serffants in his phater's 
Houſe liffed than he, now his Subſtance 
was waſtet in a far Country, he fat him- 
ſelf town ffery penfive and ffery melancho- 
ly, and write ffery moving Letter inteed ;
